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Registration  Instructions  for  Fall  Quarter  1°69 

It  is  important  that  all  of  these  instructions  be  read  carefully  because  registration 
procedures  will  not  be  those  which  have  been  used  for  the  last  several  years. 

1.  Graduate  students,  juniors  (rising  seniors)  and  sophomores  (rising  juniors)  will 
pick  up  Registration  Packets  and  Schedule  of  Classes  Books  from  the  Registrar's 
office  on  Wednesday,  May  7  or  Thursday,  May  8. 

2.  Freshmen  (rising  sophomores)  will  pick  up  Registration  Packets  and  Schedule  of 
Classes  Books  from  the  Registrar's  office  on  Friday,  May  9. 

3.  After  receiving  material  from  the  Registrar's  office,  each  student  will  see  his 
adviser  and  fill  out  a  Registration  Approval  Form  for  Fall  Quarter  1969. 

U.   Each  student  will  complete  all  information  requested  on  cards  in  packet  including 
tentative  fall  schedule  on  Permit  to  Pay  Fees  Card. 

5.  On  Wednesday,  May  Ik,   graduate  students  and  juniors  (rising  seniors)  will  return 
completed  Registration  Packets,  containing  Registration  Approval  Form,  to  the 
Registrar's  office. 

6.  On  Thursday,  May  15,  sophomores  (rising  juniors)  will  return  completed  Registration 
Packets,  containing  Registration  Approval  Form,  to  the  Registrar's  office. 

7.  On  Friday,  May  16,  freshmen,  (rising  sophomores)  will  return  completed  Registration 
Packets,  containing  Registration  Approval  Form,  to  the  Registrar's  office. 

8.  During  the  summer  the  Controller's  office  will  send  statement  of  Fall  Quarter 
fees  to  all  students  who  returned  packets  to  the  Registrar.   Students  who  pre- 
pay fees  and  fail  to  complete  registration  in  September  will  be  refunded  amount 
paid. 

9.  No  students,  except  beginning  freshmen,  will  be  pre-registered  for  Fall  Quarter. 
(Athletes  and  marching  band  members,  in  keeping  with  University  p ol icy  '  will  be 
registered  early. )  Continuing,  returning  and  transfer  students  will  complete 
registration  on  Monday,  September  8,  or  Tuesday,  September  9.   Fall  Quarter 
Classes  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  September  10. 

10.  The  Registration  Center  on  September  8-9  will  be  on  the  main  floor  of  Varisty 
Gymnasium. 

11.  Students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Registration  Center  according  to  the  following 
schedule:

12.  Registration  stations  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  Department  Chairmen 
and  cards  will  be  distributed  by  faculty  members  and  registration  workers. 

13.  'Department  Chairmen  will  regulate  the  distribution  of  cards  and  will  act  on 
student  requests  at  the  registration  stations.   AIL  registration  requests,  there- 
fore, will  be  handled  immediately. 

lij..  Students  will  note  that  some  departments  are  divided  into  several  registration 
stations  and  will  follow  posted  signs  to  approach  the  proper  station. 

Registration  Procedure  on  September  8  and  9 

1.  There  will  be  no  smoking  on  the  main  floor  of  "Varsity  Gymnasium  by  students, 
faculty  or  registration  workers . 

2.  All  students  will  enter  Varsity  Gymnasium  through  the  loboy  at  the  west 
entrance  (next  to  the  Science  Building  construction  project). 


3.  Students  will  pick  up  registration  packets  at  the  entrance  (packets  will  be 
issued  only  at  the  scheduled  hour). 

k-      After  receiving  packets,  some  students  who  need  to  make  changes  on  Registration 
Approval  Forms  because  of  summer  school  or  for  other  reasons,  will  need  to  see 
advisers  to  secure  approval  for  changes.  Advisers  or  authorized  department 
representatives  will  be  on  the  floor  of  the  Gymnasium. 

5.  Undergraduate  students  who  do  not  have  packets  at  the  door  will  report  to  the 
Office  of  Student  Affairs  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Administration  Building. 

6.  Graduate  students  who  do  not  have  packets  at  the  door  will  report  to  the 
Graduate  office  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Administration  Building. 

7.  When  a  student  has  received  his  packet  and  Registration  Approval  Form  he  will 
proceed  to  registration  stations  on  the  floor  of  the  gymnasium  and  secure  course 
cards  and  class  admission  cards. 

8.  Each  student  then  goes  to  a  designated  area  in  the  gymnasium  to  fill  in  the  one 
remaining  card  in  the  packet. 

9.  Each  student  then  reports  to  a  "checker".  The  checker  will  break  down  the  packet 
and  return  to  the  student  his  class  admission  cards  and  his  Registration  Approval 
card. 

10.  IT  IS  IMPORTANT  THAT  THE  STUDENT  RETAIN  HIS  REGISTRATION  APPROVAL  FORM.   THIS 
WILL  REPLACE  THE  PAPER  PROGRAM  CARD  WHICH  HAS  BEEN  USED  IN  THE  PAST. 

11.  All  students  should  go  directly  from  the  checker  to  the  Business  Affairs  area 
(follow  posted  signs)  which  will  be  in  another  part  of  the  Health  and  Physical 
Education  Building  and  complete  all  matters  connected  with  registration. 

12.  Receipt  for  fees  and  Registration  Approval  Form  will  be  presented  at  Bookstore 
to  secure  textbooks. 

13  •   Students  will  present  class  admission  cards  to  instructor  at  the  first  class 
meeting.

Registration  Information 

1.  Graduate  students  'who  plan  to  register  for  undergraduate  courses  should  go 
to  the  Information  Desk  for  instructions. 

2.  Women  who  have  married  and  whose  packets  are  under  their  maiden  names  should 
go  to  the  Records  Room  before  registering  for  Fall  Quarter. 

3.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS  EXPECTING  TO  COMPLETE  DEGREE  REQUIREMENTS  AT  THE  END  OF 
FALL  QUARTER  MUST  FILE  APPLICATIONS  FOR  DIPLOMAS  AND  TEACHER  CERTIFICATES  (IF~ 
THIS  APPLIES)  ON  SEPTEMBER  8  OR  SEPTEMBER  9  AT  THE  REGISTRAR'S  OFFICE. 

k.  Undergraduate  students  may  not  register  for  more  than  19  quarter  hours  without 
written  permission  from  the  Registrar.  Graduate  students  may  not  register  for 
more  than  1$   quarter  hours. 

Review  of  Registration  Procedure 

1.  Registration  begins  with  the  student's  adviser.   The  student  must  secure  from 
the  adviser  a  Registration  Approval  Form.   This  form  has  spaces  for  the  adviser 
to  list  courses  approved  and  alternate  courses  for  Fall  Quarter.   The  student 
will  select  the  section  number  for  courses  requested.   The  Registration  Approval 
Form  must  have  the  signature  of  the  adviser  on  it. 

2.  The  student  places  his  completed  Registration  Approval  Form  in  his  Registration 
packet  which  he  has  also  completed  except  for  information  which  he  cannot  furnish 
and  returns  it  to  the  Registrar's  office  on  dates  listed  earlier  in  these  in- 
structions. 

3.  Student  will  complete  Registration  in  September  by: 

A.  Picking  up. packet  at  Registration  Center. 

B.  Secure  course  cards  at  Registration  stations. 

C.  Complete  information  on  one  Registration  Card. 

D.  Check  packet  with  "checkers". 

E.  Complete  registration  requirements  with  Business  Affairs. 

F.  Secure  textbooks. 

G.  Present  class  admission  cards  to  instructors. 

Drop- Add  Procedure 

To  Add  a  course,  a  student  must  secure  permission  and  a  drop- add  form  from  his 
adviser.  The  drop-add  form  is  taken  to  the  Registrar's  office  to  pick  up  a  new 
course  card  and  class  admission  card.   (The  processed  drop-add  slip  and  course 
card  are  taken  to  the  Cashier's  office.   A  fee  of  $1  is  assessed  unless  the 
"add"  is  initiated  by  the  University.)  The  class  admission  card  must  be  taken 
to  the  instructor  of  the  class  before  the  student  will  he  admitted  to  class. 

To  Drop  a  course,  a  student  must  secure  permission  and  a  drop- add  form  from  his 
adviser.  He  must  secure  the  class  admission  card  for  the  course  to  be  dropped 
from  the  instructor  involved  and  take  it  and  the  drop-add  form  to  the  Registrar's 
office.   (The  processed  drop-add  slip  and  returned  class  admission  card  are 
taken  to  the  Cashier's  office.   A  fee  of  $1  is  assessed  unless  the  "drop"  is  initic 
ted  by  the  university. ) 


I.D.    Cards 

1.  No  I.D.   cards  will  be  made  at  the  Registration  Center. 

2.  Students  who  had  I.D.   cards  made  during  the  summer  may  get  them  at  Registrar's 
office  upon  presentation  of  receipt  for  fees. 

3.  Students  who  have  not  had  I.D.   cards  made  should  report  to  Registrar's  office 
after  September  9. 

U.      Returning  students  who  have  lost  I.D.    cards  may  have  duplicates  made  at 

Registrar's  office  after  September  9-      A  fee  is  charged  for  preparing  a  duplicate 
I.D.   card.

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RESIDENCE  STATUS  FOR  TUITION  PAYMENT 

The  tuition  charge  for  legal  residents  of  North  Carolina  is  less  than  for  non-residents. 
A  legal  resident  of  North  Carolina  is  one  who  has  his  domicile  in  this  state.  It  is 
important  that  each  applicant  for  admission  and  each  enrolled  student  know  his  residence 
status  for  tuition  payment  and  understand  the  regulations  governing  residence  status. 
The  following  regulations  cover  most  factual  situations: 

1.  A  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  is  not  deemed  eligible  for  the  lower 
tuition  rate  unless  he  has  maintained  his  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina  for  at  least 
the  six  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of 
higher  education  in  this  state. 

2.  The  legal  residence  of  a  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
his  first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  the  state  is  that  of  his 
parents,  surviving  parent,  or  legal  guardian.  In  cases  where  parents  are  divorced  or 
legally  separated,  the  legal  residence  of  the  father  will  control  unless  custody  of  the 
minor  has  been  awarded  by  court  order  to  the  mother  or  to  a  legal  guardian  other  than 

a  parent.  No  claim  of  residence  in  North  Carolina  based  upon  residence  of  a  guardian 
in  North  Carolina  will  be  considered  if  either  parent  is  still  living  unless  the  action 
of  the  court  appointing  the  guardian  antedates  the  student's  first  enrollment  in  a 
North  Carolina  institution  of  higher  education  by  at  least  twelve  months. 

3.  The  residence  status  of  any  student  is  determined  as  of  the  time  of  his  first 
enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  North  Carolina  and  may  not  thereafter 
be  changed  except:   (a)  in  the  case  of  a  non-resident  minor  student  at  the  time  of  his 
first  enrollment  whose  parents  have  subsequently  established  legal  residence  in  North 
Carolina;  and  (b)  in  the  case  of  a  resident  who  abandons  his  legal  residence  in  North 
Carolina.  In  either  case,  the  appropriate  tuition  rate  will  become  effective  at  the 
beginning  of  the  semester  or  term  next  following  the  date  of  change  of  residence  status. 

h-     The  legal  residence  of  a  wife  follows  that  of  her  husband,  except  that  a 
woman  student  currently  enrolled  in  this  institution  as  a  resident  may  continue  as  a 
resident  even  though  she  marries  a  non-resident. 

5.  Military  personnel  attached  to  military  posts  or  reservations  in  North  Carolina 
are  not  considered  eligible  for  the  lower  tuition  rate  unless  they  have  maintained  a 
legal  residence  in  the  state  for  at  least  the  six  months  next  preceding  the  date  of 
first  enrollment  in  an  institution  of  higher  education  in  the  state. 

6.  Aliens  lawfully  admitted  to  the  United  States  for  permanent  residence  who 
have  established  a  legal  residence  in  North  Carolina  according  to  paragraphs  number 
1,2,  or  k,   above,  are  eligible  for  the  lower  tuition  rate. 

7.  Ownership  of  property  in  or  payment  of  taxes  to  the  state  of  North  Carolina 
apart  from  legal  residence  will  not  qualify  one  for  the  lower  tuition  rate. 

8.  Discretion  to  adjust  individual  cases  within  the  spirit  of  these  regulations 
is  lodged  in  the  Director  of  Business  Affairs  and  Registrar. 

Any  student  or  prospective  student  in  doubt  concerning  his  residence  status  must  bear 
the  responsibility  for  securing  a  ruling  by  stating  his  case  in  writing  to  the  Director 
of  Business  Affairs  and  Registrar.
